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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, February 3, 1865. 
WE are rid of the pernicious influence of New- 
Year’s Day. The tawdry trash of that season has 
been relegated to the secret recesses of shops, and 
books which are books have again appeared on the 
shelves of our publishers and booksellers. In turn- 
ing over the pages of one of the latest publications, 
I came upon a letter from Mme. George Sand. The 
incident narrated by way of preface to it made a 
sensible impression on me. I do not think I have 
met in recent times with a more striking instance of 
the power of the instrument which is the talisman 
hung over the portal of this periodical. Ransack 
the bloody annals of the sword, you cannot match 
the magic possessed by the pen when held by en- 
chanters. The song of “sad Electra’s poet” saved 
the Athenian walls from destruction. Tasso’s verse 
saved his life. Geoffroy Crayon opened the gates of 
Gibraltar to Washington Irving, gates which had 
never before opened except to England’s Lieutenant’s 
-order, and which Diedrich Knickerbocker happened 
not to possess. The other day a half sheet of paper, 
on which were traced a few lines by Mme. George 
Sand, opened hospitable doors and generous purses. 
But I must tell the particulars of the story. I find 
it in “ A Shipwreck at the Cape Verd Islands.” The 
Belgian ship Rubens was wrecked off that group. 
Among the persons thrown ashore was a young 
Frenchman, named M. Edmond Plauchut. He was 
tossed on the beach almost naked, and stripped of 
all his baggage and money. He met on the shore a 
young Portuguese, Don Francisco Cordozo de Mello. 
He happened to show him some letters which Mme. 
George Sand addressed to the former; they were the 
only objects saved from his shipwreck. The young 
Portuguese, delighted to see the autographs of this 
eminent authoress, said: “ These letters show me 
that you have been distinguished by a writer of 
genius for whom I have the greatest admiration. 
Be my friend ; from henceforth I am proud to call 
myself yours.” He treated the shipwrecked stran- 
ger like a brother; purse and board and home were 
his, and every facility was given him to return to 
France. The first thing M. Plauchut did upon his 
return to France was to tell Mme. George Sand how 
grateful he was to her. She replied, and from her 
answer I quote these lines: “Your letter greatly 
touched me, and in the service my letters proved to 
you I see something providential between Heaven, 
you, and me. Iam not in the habit of repl¢ing to 
the multitude of idle and useless letters which are 
addressed to all persons somewhat known in art, 
and to which time and good sense forbid giving 
serious attention. But the first letter I received 
from you showed by its modesty and discretion that 
I ought to make one of the rare exceptions which I 
am glad to signalize, and, so far as was possible, I 
replied to the discreet and generous appeals of your 
delicate and sound intelligence. I to-day doubly 
applaud myself for doing so, when | hear that my 
esteem and sympathy won for you those of a gene- 
rous man, in deplorable circumstances. I beg of 
you acquaint Sefior Francisco Cordozo de Mello that 
I am your equal partner in the gratitude you bear 
to him. It is due to him from me, since it is a 
little for my sake that he treated you so generously. 
But his kind heart was the first cause of his good 
deed, and your merit will be its reward. If my 
sentiments may add something to it, be their inter- 
preter to him.” We have had another letter from 
Mme. Sand this week, in which she declares that 
her son, M. Maurice Sand, is not writing a play: 
that she has no intention of dramatizing her novel, 
*Valvedre ;” and that she does not contemplate 
quitting Nohant. 
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Iam in a vein of good fortune, for I stumbled g 
few days since on these autobiographical lines by 
M. Alexandre Dumas: “I am a provincial, alinost 
a peasant. When, in 1822, I—then being twenty— 
came to Paris, I knew how to read and write, and q 
poor abbé, who was paid sixty cents a month, had 
pushed me forward to the sixth ‘form ;’ this was all 
Iknew. What I have learned since—that is, a little 
Greek, a great deal of Latin, Italian, English, and 
Spanish, a little chemistry, a little natural philo- 
sophy, a little astronomy, and even a little medi- 
cine—I have learned alone, according as my need 
of these different sciences made itself felt. There- 
fore I have no ideas forced on me. No pedant ever 
said to me, ‘You must admire this because every- 
body admires it, or loathe that because everybody 
loathes it.’ I have accepted no ready-made judg- 
ments. I have formed my judgments myself.” [ 
may add that he ended a recent contribution toa 
newspaper with these words: “1 beg the person to 
whom this autograph may fall to pardon the writing 
on the page before the last. It was written at nearly 
four o’clock A. M., and I was overcome with sleep.” 
His contributions are sold as autographs, and the 
proceeds devoted to works of charity. 

M. Francisque Bouvet has acknowledged himself 
to be the Philothée who wrote a work entitled “The 
Pope.”—It is said that the Duke de Broglie, the 
Count de Montalambert, and the Count de Falloux 
will give a series of lectures this winter.—M. ‘I héo- 
phile Gautier, Jr., has gone to Egypt.—The Abbé 
Brasseur de Bourbourg writes from Yucatan that he 
has discovered in a private library at Merida an old 
manuscript dictionary of the Maya language, and 
that he is copying it. The French government has 
sent fifteen explorers into different parts of Mexico. 
—M. Camille Rousset (the author of the life of 
Louvois) reckons that there were 4000 manuscript 
volumes in the archives of the Ministry of War be- 
fore 1789. He announces that he is preparing for 
the press the correspondence between Louis XV. and 
Marshal de Noailles, which will place that monarch 
in a much more favorable light than has yet been 
thrown on him. 

The poor profits of literature on the Continent 
oblige most writers to fill some post under govern- 
ment, unless they may, like M. Sainte Beuve (and 
he was for years a librarian in the Biblioth que 
Mazarine, where Messrs. Philar*te, Chasles, de Sacy, 
and Daremberg—all of whom, by the way, are writers 
on the “Journal des Débats”—are librarians) and 
M. Théophile Gautier, be employed by some news- 
paper. M. X. Marmier, the traveller, is a librarian 
at the Bibliothéque Ste. Génévieve ; M. Ampére was 
a librarian at the Bibliothique Mazarine; M. Henri 
Conscience, the Flemish novelist (I am surprised 
his tales have so little vogue with you), is a com- 
missioner at Courtray ; M. Emile Leclereq is comp- 
troller of the “hell” at Spa; M. Siret, the author of 
the “ Historical Dictionary of Painters,’’ is commis 
sary of the St. Nicolas; and I might fill this letter 
with a similar litany. 

The name of the pulpit orator Father Hyacinthe, 
who passes for the best living preacher in France, 8 
Théodore Loyson. He published a volume of poems 
in his youth.—Poor M. Tandou, whose unhappy fate 
I mentioned in my last letter, likewise wrote 4 vol- 
ume of poems in his youth, “Les Miettes d’Amour, 
which was published over the pseudonym Belliger@ 
—M. Desbarolles, the author of “The Mysteries of 
the Hand,” who pretends to read in people’s hands 
what Gall read on their polls and Lavater on their : 
faces, has sued M. Dentu, the publisher, for franda- 
lent accounts. He states that 4000 copies of his 
work have been sold, and that he has only recel¥ 
| $128 for the whole work. The courts, upon examina- 
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tion of the accounts, acquitted M. Dentu of fraud, | 
but ordered him to deliver the stereotype plates to 
M. Desbarolles upon payment by the latter of $100. 
—It is denied that Mme. Heine has sold.any of her 
husband’s manuscripts to the Austrian government. | 
—A monument, whose cost will be defrayed by 
public subscription, is to be erected to Beccazia at 
Milan.—Herr Karl Gutzkow, one of the leading dra- | 
matic authors of Germany, recently attempted to 
commit suicide at Friedberg. He still lies in a, 
critical condition.—M. de Carné, some time director | 
of political affairs during Louis Philippe’s reign, has 
in press a work entitled ‘“*Europe and the Second 
Empire,” in which he hopes to prove that Lous 
Philippe’s foreign policy was abler and more prolific 
than Louis Napoleon’s is.—It is now said that the 
French Emperor’s Life of Cesar will not be published 
until after the debate on the address in the French 
Chamber. It will be published in six capitals, in 
six different languages,on the same day. The trans- 
lators receive between $1600 and $2000 a volume. 
The first volume will be exclusively devoted to an 
essay on the character and destiny of Cesar. The 
historical portion of the work will commence with 
the second volume.—M. Proudhon bequeathed to 
six friends the duty of publishing a complete edition 
of his works. It is said these friends will publish 
in the first instance, in two volumes, his principal 
works. He was engaged in correcting the proof- 
sheets of a pamphlet on contemporary politics when 
he died ; this work will be published in a few days. 
—The authorization granted the society for lectures 
in the Rue Bonaparte has been withdrawn so far as 
concerned Prince Albert de Broglie, M. Cochin, and | 
M. de Lavigne. “This resolution was adopted be- 
cause it is most important, under present circum- 
stances, that the public lectures should preserve an 
exclusively literary and scientific character, which 
the political notoriety of certain names would seem 
to prevent. This new decision accords the right of 
lecturing to Messrs. Barral, Coste, Jules Duval, A. 
Gigot, Guillaume Guizot, Louis Reybaud, and Gau- 
dry.” These gentlemen refused to accept this 
maimed authorization.—I omitted to mention, while 
speaking of the Emperor’s Life of Julius Cesar, that 
the Sultan had ordered it to be translated into 
lurkish. Nothing is so successful as success !—At 
the last meeting of the French Academy, Prince 
Albert de Broglie read a chapter from a work he 
has in preparation. The chapter was devoted to 
St. Gregory of Nazianzus; he depicts the saint as 
an abler writer than administrator.—In the last 
number of the “Revue des Deux Mondes,” Mme. 
Dora d'Istria has an article intended to demonstrate 
the Servian nationality by its popular songs.—M. 
Taine has made his maiden appearance as professor 
at the School of Fine Arts, with brilliant success. 
It was feared the students would refuse to hear him. 
—M. Dupin the elder is believed to be on his death- 
bed (he is above eighty years old). Great efforts | 
are made to induce him to retract the doctrines 
contained in his ‘* Manual of Ecclesiastical Law.” 
A wag says the priests tell him he will be d—d if 
he does not retract, to which he replies he will be 
d—d if he does. 
The French government is acting with great firm- | 
hess towards the Romish clergy. It is said the 
measures taken are the first steps towards a com-| 
plete separation between church and state. The | 
Minister of Public Instruction is about to interdict | 
the great majority of school-books prepared by the 
Roman Catholic clergy in all the French schools, 
and hereafter no “religious” of either sex will be | 
allowed to teach until he or she shall have passed 
al examination before a lay board. The necessity | 
of the former measure will appear from a single | 
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quotation which I take from an “ Ecclesiastical His- 


|tory for Youth” published by the Jesuits (as is 


shown by the initials A. M. D. G., which all their 
publications bear). It is in questions and answers, 
of which here is one: “In what does the doctrine 
of modern philosophers consist?” ‘ They have never 
had a doctrine, unless one calls doctrine a chaos of 
offensive contradictions and ignoble infamy. The 
sum and substance of their doctrine is to deny 
every truth, to calumniate every virtue, to teach 
every vice, and to encourage every crime.” When 
one considers that Bacon, Locke, Dugald Stewart, 
Reid, and Hamilton are among the modern philoso- 
phers, this reply will seem deficient in truth as well 
as charity.—The Bishop (Dupanloup) of Orleans 
has published a pamphlet on the Roman Question, 
which is able and commands great attention. A 
reply, ‘“‘ What Bishop Dupanloup Says and Thinks,” 
is announced ; the title shows the impression made 
here by the pamphlet. 

M. Sainte Beuve has undertaken to write for the 
new encyclopedia published by the Messrs. Pereire 
(the founders of the Credit Mobilier), and of which 
M. Duveyrier, the dramatic author, is the editor. 
I say M. Sainte Beuve has undertaken to write an 
article on the influence of letters on the nineteenth 
century. He receives $6,000 for it, and is allowed 
two years for the preparation of it. He will con- 
tribute to “ Le Constitutionnel” only once a fortnight 
(instead of weekly, as heretofore) until the article 
be written. 

I regret to record the death of Mme. de Tocque- 
ville, widow of the eminent political writer and 
statesman, whom she has thus survived only five 
years, for he died in 1859. That blow broke her 
heart. She was an Englishwoman by birth, Miss 
Mary Motley, as was Mme. de Lamartine, and as are 
Mme. de Montalambert and the wives of many other 
eminent Frenchmen. Since her husband’s death 
she has lived in complete retirement at the Chateau 
de Tocqueville. She is buried by her husband’s 
side, in the little village cemetery of Tocqueville. 
She has bequeathed all her husband’s manuscripts 
to M. Gustave de Beaumont, and his noble marble 
bust to the French Academy.—We were all greatly 
astonished to hear of the death of the Baron de 
Bazancourt a few days ago. He was the picture of 
robust health, and almost as fond as an Englishman 
of the manly sports. He wrote many novels, and 
a work on fencing. His extensive reputation is due 


' to the histories of the last Crimean and Italian wars, 


which he wrote at command of the French govern- 
ment. He was confessedly the best swordsman in 
France, and his decisions in everything appertaining 
to the code of honor were accepted without question. 
He was the second of M. Amédée Achard, the well- 
known novelist, in his duel with the late M. Fioren- 
tino. Like most masters of deadly weapons, he was 
never engaged in duels as principal; his power 
enabled him to laugh down insults which inferior 
swordsmen must have resented. A memorable in- 
stance of this forbearance was witnessed at a meet- 
ing of the Literary Men’s Society, in 1849. Somebody 
accused the noblemen who belonged to the society 


of retaining their titles and aristocratic particles, 


although both had been abolished by law. This 
remark created a violent tumult, which completely 
drowned the orator’s voice. M. de Bazancourt ex- 
claimed, “Let him go on; he is very amusing ;” 
and his laughter showed he enjoyed the drollery. 
This speech and its illustration increased the tu- 
mult. A friend and political brother of the first 
orator bawled, “The aristocrat who has just spoken 
is a villain in breeding.” The audience instantly 
became silent. The speaker was looked upon as a 
dead man. M. de Bazancourt, however, shrugged 
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his shoulders, and, laughing. said, “I should not be | 


worthy the title of a literary man if I took offence 
ata mere antithesis.”—I must record, too, the death 
of X. B. Saintine, the author of Picciola (as he was 
always called), although he was the author of a 
great many successful works—novels and plays. 
His name was Boniface; Saintine was a pseudonym, 
but, like George Sand, Stendhal, Gavarni, and Cham, 
the pseudonym became after a while the real name. 
His dramatic works he signed as M. Xavier. He 
was a happy colaborer of M. Scribe, and their vaude- 
ville, “The Bear and the Pacha,” will long provoke 
merriment. He was born in 1798. He was a most 


delightful companion and accomplished gentleman | 


and scholar.—Mlle. M. Libert, the authoress of 
several botanical works, and especially of researches 
concerning cryptogamous plants, died recently at 
Malmedy, in Prussia, aged eighty-three. She had 
received from the King of Prussia the grand medal 
of the Order of Merit.—I must mention the death 
of J. Meyer, Emeritus Professor of the University of 
Nuremberg, who attracted notice by his annotated 
edition of Schiller’s works.—I regret to announce the 
death of Prof. Ch. Monnard, in his seventy-seventh 
year. He was a Swiss by birth, and represented his 
native canton for many years in the Diet; but after 
the troubles of 1845 he quitted Switzerland, and 
accepted a chair in the University of Bonn, which 
he held until his death. He translated into French, 
and continued to present times, Muller’s great “ His- 
tory of the Swiss,” in eighteen volumes ; and subse- 
quently Zschokke’s ‘‘ History of Switzerland,” which 
he left M. Gonzalve Felitpierre to bring down (from 
1833) to 1842. 

I have reached the end of my tether, and I have 
not said one word about the interesting new books 
before us. I will try to make my next letter strictly

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 

A yew Copyricat Law.—We find in the newspa- 
pers a copy of a new Copyright Act, stated to have 
passed both houses of Congress at the last session, 
and to have been approved on the 3d of March. 
It consists of only four sections, but each one is 
more or less important. That relating to photo- 
graphs will interest a large class inthe community. 
The second and third sections relate to the deposit 
of copies in the Congressional Library; and the 
fourth seems to require a new copyright for every 
new edition which contains additional matter, and 
this whether the first edition was or was not pub- 
lished before the passage of the present supple- 
ment. The new act is as follows : — 

“Aw Act supplemental to an Act entitled ‘An Act 
to amend the several Acts respecting Copyright,’ 
approved February 3d, 1831, and to the Acts in 
addition thereto and amendatory thereof. 

“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That the provisions of said act shall ex- 
tend to and include photographs, and the negatives 
thereof, which shall hereafter be made, and shall 
inure to the benefit of the authors of the same in the 
same manner and to the same effect, and upon the 
same conditions as to the autliors of prints and en- 
gravings. 

“Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That a printed 
copy of every book, pamphlet, map, chart, musical 
composition, print, engraving, or photograph, for 
which a copyright shall be secured under said acts, 
shall be transmitted free of postage or other expense 
by the author or proprietor thereof, within one 
month of the date of publication, to the Library of 
Congress at Washington, for the use of said library, 
and the librarian of Congress is hereby requested to 
give a receipt in writing for the same. 
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“Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That if any pro- 
prietor of a book, pamphlet, map, chart, musical 
composition, print, engraving, or photograph, for 
which a copy shall be secured, as aforesaid, shall 
neglect to deliver the same pursuant to the require- 
ments of this act, it shall be the duty of the librarian 
of Congress to make demand therefor, in writing, at 
any time within twelve months after the publication 
thereof, and in default of the delivery thereof, within 
one month after the demand shall have been made, 
the right of exclusive publication secured to such 
proprietor, under the acts of Congress respecting 
copyright, shall be forfeited. 

“Sec. 4. And he it further enacted, That in the 
constructing of this act the word ‘book’ shall be 
construed to mean every volume and part of a vol- 
ume, together with all maps, prints, or other en- 
gravings belonging thereto, and shall include a 
copy of any second or subsequent edition which shall 
be published with any addition, whether the first 
edition of such book shall have been published be- 
fore or after the passage of this act: Pror ded, how- 
ever, that it shall not be required to deliver to the 
said library any copy of the second or any subse- 
quent edition of any book unless the same shall con- 
tain additions aforesaid, nor of any book which is 
not the subject of copyright. 

* Approved March 3, 1865.” 


ELECTION OF A Proressor.—A few days since the 
Directors of Girard College, in this city, elected Mr. 
Hiram Corson Professor of Moral Science, History, 
Rhetoric, and the Constitution. Mr. Corson has 
been engaged in teaching for several years past, and 
he is regarded as a thorough and capable instructor. 
His edition of Chaucer’s “Legende of Goode 
Women,” published last year by Mr. Leypoldt, 
has met with an extremely favorable reception 
from the most competent critics, and has secured 
for him a widely extended reputation as a student 
of early English literature. His selection to fill 
the vacant professorship reflects great credit on 
the discrimination of Major Smith, the efficient 
President of the College and on the Board of 
Directors. The institution is an ornament to our 
city, and the community should feel an interest in 
whatever concerns its welfare. It is probably the 
most munificently endowed educational charity in 
the world, and is yet at the beginning of its history. 
Its future, for weal or woe, for a warning or a bless- 
ing, is still before it. The opening of its career has 
necessarily been a period of experiment. The last 
number of the “ North American Review” contains 
an able and judicious article on the College, which 
indicates close attention to the fluctuations of its 
history. The writer adverts to the pretentious and 
ambitious theories which have at times sought to 
elevate the institution to a lofty collegiate standard, 
corresponding unto and even suggested by the daz- 
zling appearance of those marble edifices, and re- 
marks that “it is only within the last two years that 
this silent but ponderous argument has been par- 
tially overcome by the resolute good sense of a ma- 
jority of the Directors.” The reviewer is of opinion, 
however, “that the period of experiment draws to 
an end, and that the final plan of the college on the 
basis of common sense is about to be settled.” He 
also commends Mr. Vaux, “the present head of the 
Board of Directors, as it is evident his heart 1s 2 
the work, and that he belongs to the party who de- 
sire the College to be the useful, unambitious insti- 
tution that Girard wished it to be;” and of Major 
Smith, the President of the College, it is justly said, 
“the highest hopes are indulged-that under his 
energetic rule the College will become all that the 
public ought to expect.” 
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Epwarp Everett.—The London “ Atheneum,” 
usually so hostile to American literature and authors, 
says of Mr. Everett: “His long and honorable life 
was divided between literature and politics, both of 
which he served with all his heart; and although 
he was a good scholar and excellent writer, he will, 
perhaps, be best remembered by the vast service 
which he rendered to the sacred cause of peace dur- 
ing his famous embassy to London. Such a man 
is a loss to the Old World scarcely less than to the 
New.” 

EpIToRS NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR THE RETURN OF Re- 
JECTED ARTICLES.—We learn, from the “ London Lite- 
rary Gazette,” that a case of some interest to au-'! 
thors was tried recently in the Sheriff’s Court, 
London. Miss Barlee sued the publisher of “‘ Good 
Words ” for £50, the alleged value of a manuscript 
which she had forwarded for publication in that 
work, but which had been lost. Miss Barlee, it 
appeared, had submitted a portion of the manuscript 
to a friend, Miss Isa Craig, who undertook to for- 
ward it to Mr. Strahan. That gentleman, who ad- 
mitted having received it, afterwards forwarded it | 
to Dr. McLeod, the editor, who had not returned it. 
Miss Craig, who was called as a witness, stated that | 
she always kept a copy of any paper she forwarded, 
as she believed that editors were not responsible 
for, nor were expected to return, rejected articles. 
The Judge thereupon held the defendant not liable, 
and ordered Miss Barlee to be non-suited, with costs. 
Mr. Strahan waived his claim to costs. 

No. 9 of Mr. Collier’s reprints of Old English | 
Literature consists of Hugh Holland’s “ Pancharis,” | 
a curious old poem, very little known. Mr. Collier 
considers that there is only one copy of “ Pancharis” 
in existence; and any way this production of a man

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is made up of Mr. Sala’s clever and prejudiced, 
amusing and exaggerated letters which appeared 
in the “ Daily Telegraph,” a cheap London paper, 
during the eleven months of Mr. Sala’s residence 
in the United States as War-Correspondent. Even 
the “ Atheneum” condemns his palpable sympathy 
with those whose principle it is, as it has been 
their practice, to hold human beings in bondage, 
as chattels and mere personal property, liable to be 
sold at the caprice or enmity of their owners. 


Horace WA.poue’s Berrys.—The “Journal and 
Correspondence of Miss Berry,” edited by Lady 
Theresa Lewes, will immediately appear. There 
were two maiden ladies, Agnes and Mary Berry, 
born nearly a century ago—the first dying in 1851 ; 
the other in 1852, aged ninety. Beautiful in their 
youth, accomplished, rich, unmarried, and well- 
born, they moved in the best London society, and 
appeared equally attracted by Horace Walpole 
when he was over seventy. His correspondence 
with them, published in 1840, was very good, and 
obtained and retained much popularity. Agnes 
Berry was devoted to the fine arts; Mary to litera- 
ture, having published several volumes, not quite 
feeble. The sisters, in conjunction with their father 
(a Yorkshire gentleman), published, in 1797, the 
well-known and now scarce edition of Walpole, in 
five volumes, 4to., including his ‘“ Reminiscences, 
written in 1788, forthe amusement of Miss Mary and 
Miss Agnes Berry:” forty-six pages, 4to., and full

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

Annals of the American Unitarian Pulpit; or, Com- 
parative Notices of Distinguished Clergymen of the 
Unitarian Denomination in the United States, from 
its Commencement to the Close of the Year 1855. 
With an Historical Introduction. By William 
Sprague, D. D. pp. xxv., 578. New York: 
Robert Carter & Brothers. 

Dr. Sprague is well known as an enthusiastic 
collector of personal memorials of the American 
pulpit. He has devoted himself for many years to 
this department of research with the most gratify- 
ing results. In the present volume he enters upon 
the records of the Unitarian denomination. We 
can well imagine the truthfulness and significance 
of his assurance that the preparation of the work 
has been a labor of no small difficulty. He has laid 
under contribution the memory of the living and 
the published and manuscript memorials of the 
dead. Beginning with Ebenezer Gay, in 1717, he 
comes down to Hiram Withington, in 1844. There 
are altogether eighty principal biographical sketches, 
with numerous subordinate ones in the notes. 
These are arranged chronologically. In portraying 
the characters successively, there is free use made 
of communications from the relatives or friends 
of the subjects of the biographies, and from others 
whose knowledge and recollection could contribute 
to fill up the outline. Great pains have been taken 
in order to insure thoroughness in everything that 
relates to religious opinions. The publications of 
the various clergymen are also given with minute- 
ness ; thus we observe that two pages and a half 
are occupied with a list of the works of Dr. 
Joseph Priestley, and as an illustration of Dr. 
Spragne’s conscientiousness in such matters, we 
may refer to his foot-note, from which it appears 
that he has verified his own list by comparing it 
with various catalogues. The volume is one which 
will attract attention, especially among the deno- 
mination to which it refers. 

Life of Felix Mendelssohn Bartholdy. From the 
German of W. A. Lampadius. With Supplement- 
ary Sketches by Julius Benedict, Henry F. Chor- 
ley, Ludwig Rellstab, Bayard Taylor, R. S. Willis, 
and J. S. Dwight. Edited and translated by 
William Leonhard Gage. pp. xi., 271. New 
York and Philadelphia: Frederick Leypoldt. 

In this volume Mr. Leypoldt adds another to the 
choice series in which he is giving us personal 
memorials of the great composers. This will surely 
be one of the most popular volumes of the collection, 
for it is written with fervor, with enthusiastic de- 
votion to the subject of the memoir, and in a style 
marked by admirable literary qualities. The biog- 
raphy by Lampadius appeared shortly after the 
death of Mendelssohn; and, although it has been | 





made the basis of all the smaller sketches of his 
life, it is presented now ina literal translation from 
the German for the first time. It is the only biogra- 
phy that has yet been written. An appendix to this 
contains all the available materials from French, 
German, and English sources which, in the judg- 
ment of the editor, could illustrate the life and 
career of the great composer, and throw light upon 
him both as a man and an artist. 


POLITICS AND THE WAR. 

Three Years in the Army of the Potomac. By Henry 
N. Blake, late Captain in the Eleventh Regiment 
Massachusetts Volunteers. pp. 319. Boston: 
Lee & Shepard. 

The author of these sketches thinks that the 
works which have been published by quartermasters, 
chaplains, and correspondents of newspapers, and 
other non-combatants, generally relate only to what 
was seen by others. He himself, he tells us, rarely 
ventures to go beyond his limited vision, and ad- 
heres most rigidly to facts, “ staking his reputation 
for veracity upon the truth of the statements of 
this work, however improbable they may appear to 
the reader.” There is but little of literary merit in 
the style of the narrative, and the facts personally 
observed by him are not generally of a very im- 
portant character. The last two chapters upon 
hospitals, morality, and discipline disclose scenes 
of startling imposition and fraud.

Dr. Hooker’s object in this manual has been to | 
produce a text-book fitted to prepare those who are 
wholly unacquainted with the subject for the fur- | 
ther study of it in the books of professed geologists. 
He has aimed not to cover too much ground, and to 
be simple in his explanations and illustrations. 
The common geological phenomena which are within 
the scope of ordinary observation are prominently 
brought out, so as to prompt investigation and ex- 
cite interest. The portion devoted to mineralogy 
runs through about sixty pages, and is indeed only | 
an introduction to the geology which fills the rest of | 
the volume. The text is illustrated by about two | 
hundred engravings. The practical use of the book | 
is facilitated by a glossary, questions, and an index.

We have here a brief, though condensed and well- 
arranged manual. It consists of four divisions, re- 
lating respectively to instruments and materials, 
fundamental operations, practical constructions of 
two dimensions, and elementary esthetics of geo- 
metrical drawing. It is not only adapted for self- 
instruction, but for school use. Particular attention 
is paid to details of the right beginnings, many of 
which acquire such a commonplace familiarity to 
the teacher as to be overlooked when composing a 
text-book.
